The Army’s settlement for the 
take-back is still to be negotiated. 

The announcement came as U. S.

stocks. 

The Army said its big take- 
back occurred last September and 
October. The Army had re- 
claimed equipment sold to the of- | 
ficial German agency, STEG, for 
21 percent of its original value.

There’s no such thing as a 40- 
hour week for the average school 
teacher, the National Education 
Association said Monday. 


The association estimated the 
average classroom teacher works 
48 hours a week—not counting an 
additional four hours weekly .de- 
voted to non-school organizations, 
teacher meetings and _ various 
service groups. 


What's more, the situation is 
getting worse, partially because 
“todays children present new 
problems.” , 


On this point Willard E. Giv- 
ens, executive secretary of the 
association, said in a preface to a 
report on teaching loads: 


“There is still a sound core of 
well-adjusted, weéll-reared  chil- 
dren but the cumulative effects of 
broken homes, the tensions of war, 
family transiency, lack of parental 
control, and the overstimulation of 
moving pictures, radio and tele- 
vision are being felt in almost 
every classroom.” 

The report said high pupil- 
teacher ratios and overcrowded 
buildings are major factors of 
teaching loads, which can be cor- 
rected only by increased school 
funds. 

It added that many administra- 
tive conditions affecting teaching 
loads can be changed without 
more spending.

We have heard no better analysis of the

y retiring Georgia Education Association 
President Kankakee (Buck) Anderson last 
week. Mr. Anderson, happily, speaks 
bluntly and without sugar-coating. He be- 
lieves it impossible for the Minimum 
Foundation Program, involving distribu- 
tion of $81,000,000 a year for the common 


schools, to be administered efficiently un- » 


der the present system. 

And unless some changes are made— 
unless the additional funds result in great- 
ly improved classroom instruction—the 
or will begin to chafe and fret under 
he extra taxes imposed. 

Georgia should have had a better school 
organization long ago and The Constitution 
has been among those who for many years 
have called for improvement. Changes are 
imperative now with additional millions to 
be spent and the public properly keeping 
a sharp eye on the progress made. 

It has been only a few weeks since the 
State Department recovered from another 
dispute between the State Board of Educa- 
tion and the State School Superintendent. 
The Board is a constitutional one, ap- 
. pointed by the Governor for staggered 
terms. The Superintendent is elected by 
the people. Yet, the Superintendent is the 
administrative officer. As Mr. Anderson 
aptly said, “The laws delegating authority 
and responsibility to the State Board and 
the State School Superintendent are so 
vague and conflicting that not even the 
Attorney General is sure from month to 
month who has the authority and on whose 
shoulders rests the responsibility for oper- 
ating the State Department of Education.”

by the people and the Board, in turn, em- 
ploy the State Superintendent. 

But absurdity does not stop at the State 
Department. It goes right down into the 
counties and school districts. In most coun- 
ties the grand jury appoints the Board and 
the Superintendent is elected by the peo- 
ple. The result is the same sort of con- 
fusion as exists in the State Department. 
The superintendents, Mr. Anderson says— 
and he should know, for he is one—spend 
half their time campaigning for re-election. 

As if that isn’t enough to guarantee con- 
fusion, Mr. Anderson continues, Boards of 
Trustees are set up in each school district. 
And here is what happens: “The County 
Board ... thinks it is supposed to operate 
the schools, the District Board . . . thinks 
it is supposed to operate the schools and 
the County Superintendent referees the 
squabbles in such a way as to cost him the 
fewest number of votes.” 

The District Boards, Mr. Anderson be- 
lieves, ought to be eliminated, and the 
County Board should be elected by the 
people and hire the Superintendent. 

One more step, but a big one, would 
come in merging independent and county 
school systems. Mr. Anderson believes 
that would have the immediate result of a 
50 percent improvement in education 
throughout the State. It would release both 
the wealth and the leadership now con- 
fined usually to the largest town in each 
county. 

It is unfortunate that these proposals 
failed of acceptance by the GEA conven- 
tion. We believe that when the delegates 
have had time to study them, especially in 
the light of education’s new responsibility, 
they will approve. 

The taxpayers are sure to demand the 
changes when it becomes apparent, as it 
will, that the present system is not geared 
to meeting the State’s needs.

Neither the Congress nor the various 
State legislatures can abolish organized 
crime until the people demand that the 
law be respected. Organized crime can- 
not flourish without the knowledge, and 
at least the tacit consent, of the authorities.

The Center, the only one in the nation), 
now is housed in 16 different locations, 14 
of them in Atlanta. The proposed new 
building, plans for which have been com- 
pleted and which the House Appropria- 
tions Committee soon will be asked to ap- 
prove, would provide adequate facilities 
under one roof. Moreover, it would mean 
an additional large number of specialists 
for Atlanta. Emory University Medical 
School would benefit, as would the State 


Health Department and citizens of the 
Southeast. 

We have been told that rents now being 
paid in the various locations occupied by 
the numerous agencies of the Center 
amount to more than normal carrying 
charges on the sum needed to construct 
the building. 

Certainly it would be beneficial to have 
all the activities in a single building. 

A great many of the functions of the 
Center have to do with research concern- 
ing defense, such as biological warfare 
studies, toxicological research on chemical 
warfare agents and training of field mili- 
tary personnel. 

We hope the Center can be built.

Inflation In 
An Easy Lesson 


WASHINGTON—Because of the heavy ex- 

penditures we are making to build up our de- 

} fenses against the threat of Communist aggres- 

sion, the Government again is having to set up elaborate safe- 
guards to ward off inflation. 


That is the meaning of the ‘new system of price controls 
being inaugurated. The necessity for them is easily understand- 
able. During the next few years the Government, under present 
defense plans, will be spending some $50,000,000,000 a year on 
defense items—guns, machines and equipment for the armed 
forces. The money thus spent will come in competition with the 
private demand for the materials, goods and services entering into 
the production of such equipment. 


Without strong Government controls the expenditures of that 
much additional money would be bound to have an inflationary 
effect on the national economy, causing prices to rise and labor 
costs to mount in an endless spiral. Inflation could wreck the 
whole economy, as we have seen from the experiences of other 
countries with unregulated systems of Government. The people 
who always suffer most are the wage earners and those living on 
fixed incomes. 


How does inflation come about and what 
makes it grow? The best answer to this 
question is contained in a simple little narrative published recently 
in the editorial columns of The Daily Record, of Stroudsburg, Pa. 
It was based on a letter from one of its subscribers, Irvin F. 
Angle, of nearby Portland, Pa., who described it somewhat as 
follows: 


Simple Answer 


Once there was a farmer who raised corn and another man 
who raised chickens, but produced no corn to feed his chickens. 
So in order to get the corn to feed his flock the poultry raiser 
agreed to work for the farmer one day a week for $5 a day, and 
the farmer agreed to sell him corn at $1 a bushel. 


After each day’s work the farmer would pay the chicken 
raiser $5 for his services and the chicken man in turn would buy 
five bushels of corn. Everything went along all right for a time, 
but after a while the ehicken man told the farmer that, things 
being as they were, he could no longer work for $5 a day. He 
would have to have $6. The farmer said he could understand and 
had no objection to paying thé higher rate, but regretted to inform 
him that he could no longer afford to sell corn at $1 a bushel. 
He would have to charge $1.20. 


Each week things were settled on this basis until, by and by, 
the farmer told the chicken man prices were going up and he 
would have to get more for his corn. The right price would be 
$1.50 a bushel. The other man did not object, but countered that 
wages needed to be boosted and hence he would have to ask for 
$7.50 a day. 


In the end the chicken raiser was getting $10 a day for his 
work in helping the farmer and the farmer was charging him $2 
a bushel for corn. Both had doubled their prices over the period 
and both were apparently as happy as the chickens, which were 
still getting their allotment of five bushels of corn a week. 


‘Must’ Reading It is a simple little story, but it illustrates 

the workings of inflation about as.well as 
anything. The people who get caught in the middle are those 
who buy the chickens and eggs. Naturally the price of poultry 
increases with the price of feed. In reproducing the story in its 
editorial pages the Wall Street Journal puts it down as recom- 
mended reading for those interested in inflation and a balanced 
prosperity. 


Since 1900 the purchasing value of the dollar has depreciated 
69 cents. 
values. With all of the money we are having to spend on our 
defenses, it probably would go down to 10 cents in value without 
proper Government controls. That is the meaning of the price 
control effort now being put forward in Washington. It behooves 
everyone to co-operate.

WASHINGTON—We are currently indulging, as only we Americans can, in 
something approaching a camp-meeting revival. Except there’s yet little religious 


about it. 


Rather, it’s somewhat frightening. We “go to meeting” in the tent 


where the mixture of politics and business is the theme, the RFC investigation. 
There the reluctant penitents are summoned up to the mourner’s bench. But with- 


out benefit of sound and lights, like an old silent movie. 


We-“go to meeting” 


where the mixture of politics and business and crime is the subject, a hot today’s release, with plenty 
of sound and lights, played in a huge tent by virtue of television which lets in millions. There, too, 


the reluctant witnesses, the mournef’s bench. 

We “go to meeting” in the tent where Holly- 
good stars are haled up to confess, if they can 
and will, about once having been a Communist 
or still being a Communist. That has the atmos- 
phere of the inquisition about it, as the stern 
and solemn politicians coax and wheedle to the 
witnesses to reveal all, so that, as you watch, 
you can almost hear the whispers around the 
room: “Tell, tell, tell, tell——” 


Among the gentlemen who sit solemnly 
in judgment on the various rostrums of our 
tent shows there are certainly some who are 
wholly dedicated, modern Savanarolas, but 
also some not so much so that they don’t glance 
off occasionally at the Hooper rating and 
the ballot box. A great deal of what we wit- 
ness is plain Billy: Sunday, and here and 
there you seem to spot an Elmer Gantry. 
Nobody can be quite so pious as a politician 
turning up sin among his own kind. 


We are enjoying seli-flagellation—but by 
proxy through a varied assortment of characters 
that we are compelled to recognize as typical 
of our American scene, though we try not to 
think of that. It is still “we,” the righteous, on 
this side, and “they,” the sinners, on the other. 
We yet seem to be doing little self-examination. 
We have not come to mumble to ourselves: 


“There but for the grace of God go I!” 
We are still having fun in our orgy. 


We are properly angry and alarmed at the 
grip that crime has on our politics and our busi- 
ness, but we have not come to the admission 


that those criminals are right in our own com- 


munities where we have responsibility as citi- 
zens and voters. We do not see the inconsistency 
of mouthing about State and local rights while 
we are abdicating those rights. _ 

We have not yet come to realize, in enjoy- 
ment of our orgy, that justice and its due proc- 
esses are sacred and that even the man we think 


y 


is a criminal is entitled to them, for, denied’ to 
him, they can be denied to all of us. The pfroc- 
esses‘of justice can be perverted in the circus 
side show setting. Justice is quiet and even and 
balanced. Protection of civil liberties is the key- 
stone of freedom. 

Nor apparently have we come to see there is 
something dangerous in hounding a man, say 
like Larry Parks, the actor, who has come up 
courageously and at the risk of his career to tell 
honestly and earnestly about an error of several 
vears ago. He beseeches that he not be forced to 
name his associates in his group in the Commu- 
nist Party of those days, since they were people 
like himself—as he saw it—who were search- 
ing for something, even if in the wrong paths, 
and were not sinister plotters. 

He tried to remind the un-American Activities 
Committee of something our parents taught us— 
don’t “tattle.” It’s ‘American fair play, Ameri- 
can justice. But no—they took him finally be- 
hind closed doors and worked until they got it 
out of him—a few names they already knew. 
Is it mistaken to see persecution and sadism in 
all of that? 


Does it seem out of focus somehow when 
a member of that committee afterward rises 
in the House to praise the. young man for 
“courage”, for doing something finally that 
was against his best instincts, and then in- 
viting others te come forward and confess 
publicly, too, and thus win the Congress- 
man’s public laudations? 


It is doubtful if the Communist problem will 
be solved by such public absolution by a few 
big names that will give the committee publi 
and its members an aura of righ pi 

Can we save the soul of America by chip- 
ping away those qualities which have made it? 

Can we solve the crime problem by flagel- 
lating ourselves by proxy through a publie spec- 
tacle on our television screens? |

Your father used to love to 
watch fighting. He could stand and watch fight- 
ing for hours. at the time provided nobody was 
trying to fight him.

Authority power to 
issue bonds and it also allotted a million dollars 
annually for a building program. 


The State has chosen to do a steady build- 
ing program on a pay-as-you-go basis, in- 
stead of issuing bonds and completing all 
the buildings at once. 


That won't apply to the State School Build- 
ing’ Authority, of course, because the State 
couldn't put up but a pittance toward the total 
need for common school buildings. Self-liqui- 
dating revenue certificates will be issued as soon 
as possible. 4 

Incidentally, this plan is winning national 
and international attention. Officials in the Ha- 
waiian Territory have written the Georgia School 
Building Authority asking information on how 
it will work. They need schools in the Islands 
and read in the papers about Georgia’s unique 
plan of financing.

One very cordial letter admitted that it was 
brought up the question and, with this in mind, 
s her job to reply. I was right proud of the 


| te letter and reproduce it here for other women to read. For, as she says, no one 
was more hysterical about snakes than she was when she first arrived at Yellow River. 


“I doubt very much if the snakes prefer kudzu 
te broomsedge fields,” she starts off. “When I 
came to Yellow River Farm I was almost hys- 
terically afraid of ‘snakes but, realizing that I 


‘must learn to overcome this fear, I went about 
the task of getting acquainted with them. 


“T don’t mean I became a snake-hunter but 
when one was discovered and it was nonpoisonous 
I would look it over. If a snake was killed I 
would examine it whether it was poisonous or 
nonpoisonous. 


“T learned there were only two poisonous 
snakes here in the Piedmont, the highland 
moccasin. and the water moccasin, and that 
the others were harmless and even earned 
their way through destructiohfi of rats. 


“Almost invariably when snakes were killed 
they would be in the pathway or in some open 
place. When we mowed the kudzu fields we 
rarely ever killed a snake therein. I think they 
go to the kudzu once in a while to get a rabbit 
but of late years our fields have been green all 
year and snake food could be found almost 
anywhere. I don’t think they like the density 
of kudzu. 


“Another factor that aided me in overcoming 
my fear of snakes was that I had never known 
anyone personally who had ever been bitten by 
a snake. I asked myself the question, ‘Do you 
khow anyone who was ever bitten by a snake 
{except Jock, our Scottie, and he goes around 
poking his nose in every beldion the farm)? Do 
you know anyone who knows anyone who was 
_» ever bitten by a snake here in this area?’. This

sort of rationalizing reduces the fear to an ab- 
surdity, almost. 

“The thing to do is wear a reasonably heavy 
boot when you prowl the remote paths of the 
farm, carry a walking stick with you (it is fun, 
really), and keep on hand in the refrigerator 
a kit containing the antivenom which prevents 
the snake bite from being highly dangerous.”

In the Name of History 


NEW YORK—You may have noticed, as I have, that for all het gabble about 
her family, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt has never told us the sourte of the for- 
tune which staked her and her brother, Hall, and their dissolute father, Elliott, 
to the more abundant life when most of us Americans of the inferior orders were 
living in cold-water flats and houses or even sod-huts. On the Moosejaw side 


of this ominous family which, 


insidiously, sucked our country dry and left the

shell to our children, the opium trade into Canton, China, unquestionably was an important source. 
The denials were mere cheeps. They soon faded away into haughty silence because documentary. proof 
exists in books, bank records and official documents in the State Department, which they cannot 


destroy. 


The Delanos of New Bedford, Mass., were a 
rough and hardy crew. For their day, they may 
have been creditable citizens, although some of 
their contemporaries described the Chinese opium 
trade as “nefarious.” They certainly were supe- 
rior in enterprise, command, acumen and cour- 
age. It is too bad that, out of dishonest pride, 
the story of the opium smuggling trade in Yan- 
kee clippers has been beclouded by abusive syco- 
phants of the family of Franklin D. 


After all, this belongs to history. And 
the living Roosevelts, who combine the worst 
and best elements of the two strains, should 
conquer their innate dishonesty about em- 
barrassing truth and lay it on the line. 


I am not a historian, but I am a reporter and 
I have discovered by research and by chance 
a mixed collection of mformation which must 
be woven into the story of this era in the life, 
and fate, of our great nation. The court his- 
torians whom I have read, seem to me to have 
been servile. They do not reject the information 
which fills in the story. They pretend that it 
does not exist. That is a betrayal of trust, but 
it will fail. Someone, some Harry Elmer Barnes, 


‘some unknown, studious, dogged writer, will use 


this information, these facts, one day and a book 
will issue, if only for the library shelves, about 
these hidden ‘but significant details of the life, 
the morals, wealth and character of this family. 


This is one of the few great families in the 
history of the world. Bad, monstrous, yes! But 
historically great! 


From time to time I am scolded because it 
seems to postmasters and ignorant high school 
principals that. I am determined to trouble the 
repose of Franklin D. Roosevelt. I doubt that 
he could be troubled by anything that anyone 
might write about him here. That objection is 
usually found in crude, abusive vax pop columns 
of our smaller cities. They are very earthy and 
often libelous, One is a jackal, a hyena, devour- 
ing the dead. One is insensitive to the minimum 
ethics of humanity. But one must go ahead, 
lest the historical truth escape. 

Think you! We have had two Presidents 
Roosevelt who served altogether almost 20 years, 
or about two-fifths of the first half of the 20th 
century. There are old diehard, shamed adher- 


ents of Teddy Roosevelt who still insist that he’ 


was a great man. But he and Franklin had 
very much in common. They were demagogs; 
they were rich men by inheritance who pretended 
to despise the idle rich. They both had a way 
of patronizing rugged people by calling them 
“Jim” or “Joe,” as though they were coachmen 
or gunbearers. Teddy made character for him- 
self by hunting in the Western plains when 
thousands of men and women still alive lived 
their daily life, rode ponies to school, trapped a 
little, split wood and hauled water as the rou- 
tine of daily existence. Teddy made adventure 
and publicity of it. We thought him a very devil 
of a man because that was the era when New- 
port was a fantastic frivolity, and a college man, 


especially from Harvard, was depicted in the 
funnies as a “cholly boy.” When he came back 
from Cuba, where he took a manly part in one 
skirmish, Teddy actually wrote to Elihu Reot 
that he had earned the Medal of Honor (as, of 
course, he had not) and was determined to get 
it for political use in his campaign to Be Gover- 
nor of New York. 


This is the most disgusting act of im- 
modesty by a man of fair renown that I have 
ever come upon. His own son, young Ted, 
did earn, and got, a Medal ef Honor post- 
humously. 


But, oh, what a brave he was in war! T. R. 
was, by creditable accounts that have come 
down in my procession, a liar so cynical and 
brazen that reporters would not quote him with- 
out corroboration. And he was a blood brother 
of Elliott Roosevelt, the father of our own 
Eleanor the Great. 


They were a very rich family. They had 
livery for their footmen, and ran charge accounts 
at the jeweler’s and the draper’s and the fruit- 
erer’s when all the rest of us, the people who 
let them use us and impose on our innocent trust 
in the quality, wore jeans to school and our 
mother worked up our clothes on the sewing 
machines and mended and did for us. And when 
an orange in one’s stocking at Christmas was 
the only orange of the year. 


Why do we let this family conceal their back- 
ground? They owe us the truth, at least. Isn't 
that little enough to ask that they tell us who 
they are, how they got thére and where thé 
money came from which enabled Eleanor’s grand- 
father to leave more than a million dollars as 
long ago as 1884? |

The action means McGee must 
go to the electric chair unless his 
lawyers can find another delaying 


device. 


McGee’s case has _ attracted 
world-wide attention. Gov.. Field- 
ing Wright, of Mississippi has 
charged that Communists were 
leading the fight to save the Ne- 
gro from execution. 

The latest appeal to the high 
court claimed McGee never had 
been permitted to tell the whole 
story, including his contention 


that he had had “voluntary” sex | 
relations with the woman he was) 


convicted of raping.

4. Denied Connecticut in a 6-3 
decision the right to impose its 
corporation business tax on firms 
engaged solely in Interstate Com- 
merce.

Today's teen-agers consider parenthood serious business and 
are agreed that many things have to be considered before one 


brings a child into the world. 

This is the opinion of our 
panel of teen-agers made up of 
Harriett Stovall, Sidomia Jones, 
Babs Hillman. Sarah Shym- 
lock. .Claire Shiver, Cornelia 
Force. Jane Cantrell, Ann 
Walker. Janice Edwards and 
Jane Patillo. 


“First it is important to — 


find out, before marriage, if 
both parties want children,” 
say these girls from Murphy, 
North _ Fulton and Henry 
Grady High Schools. 


“In order to bring the child 
into a good emotional atmos- 
phere, couples should not have 
a child until they are well ad- 
justed,” said a pretty 16-year- 
old, “Also they should be agreed 
on such subjects as religion, 
discipline and education for 
their child, so he won’t grow 
up in an atmosphere of con- 
stant bickering.”

If rising food costs seem to constantly perplex you and you just 
can't understand why prices go right on soaring, perhaps this will 


shed some light. 3 

The prices Mrs. Consumer 
pays in the grocery store are 
determined by the total costs 
of all the items which go into 
the production of thet product. 
Recent industry studies and 
government figures reveal some 
specific items that have forced 
up prices of grocery products 
since June, 1950. For instance: 

Grains, which are a major 
raw material used in such foods 
as breads, biscuits, crackers, 
flour, breakfast cereals, spa- 
ghetti, macaroni, puddings, des- 
serts, rose from 15 rer cent to 
25 per cent. 

Cottonseed oil, usec in short- 
ening, salad oil, margarine, salad 
dressing, mayonnaise, rose 87 
per cent. 

Cocoa beans, which are con- 
verted into cocoa, chocolate and 
candies, rose 27 per cent. 

Tallow, used for soap, 
260 per cent. 

Lard, another fat 
soap, rose 87 per cent. 

‘Raw milk, from which evap- 
orated milk, butter and cheese 
are processed, was up 19 per 
cent.

One way to instill the love of 
wild birds into a child is to 
give him opportunities to show 
these feathered friends all the 
favors he can. Then he can see 
how he is rewarded by attract- 
ing these birds to your grounds. 

Perhaps all Winter your chil- 
dren have experienced’ the 
pleasure of watching the birds 
come to the window sill or a 
bird feeder to eat, and perhaps 
they have helped to keep the 
feeder replenished. 

Now the time is approaching 
when there are things to do for 
the birds which I am ‘sure the 
youngsters will enjoy~ doing, 
especially when they are told 
that it will encourage more 
birds to make their homes 
nearby. 

One of these favors is to put 
out nesting material which the 
birds like to collect to make 
their nests. Let the children cut 
lengths of string into 
pieces (not longer than five or 
six inches).
